Medicare Near 

Post master Clarence Ku- 
falk of Antioch has announc- 
ed that application blanks 
for supplemental Medicare 
benefits arc available at the 
Antioch Post Office. 

The application blanks are 
being made available as the 
Social Security administra- 
tion seeks to contact 3.1 mil- 
lion senior citizens before a 
March 31 deadline imposed 
by the Medicare law. 
v President Johnson has. pro- 
Claimed March as "National 
Medicare Enrollment Month." 
He urged all federal agencies 
arid all citizens to cooperate 
in enrolling senior citizens 
in the program. 

Through direct mailings 
and other means, (he Social 
Security administration has 
had contact with 16 of the 
10.1 million citizens who will 
be 65 or over on July 1.

You are under no obli- 
gation to pay for them. . 

Formerly, sende'rs'of sucli merchandise gam- 
bled on the curiosity of recipients to make them 
open the package. Then, if it was unwanted mer- 
chandise, you Intel to pack it up again for mail- 
ing, and fJay postage to return it to the sender. .If 
the article was not too expensive, a good per- 
centage of people would pay for it rather than 
return it. 

•It was infuriating, and evidently the legis-; 
la,tors felt this had gone on long enough. 

So if you notice you simply aren't receiving 
any more of those delightful little items "for ten 
"days free" trial",, this is why. The senders can now 
expect to lose any' items that they mail cut in this 
manner. And we will all be spared a great deal of 
irritation.

Elimination of all political 
considerations in 'he appoint- 
ment of Sheriff's Office 
Merit Commission members is 
an oft-expressed sentiment of 
those who see something-evil 
and unsavory in politics and 
yet it is hard to divorce poli- 
tics from a political appoint- 
ment. 

— The recent appointment of 
■ lUtdy Magnifichi. of Round 
Lake, to the Merit Commis- 
sion is a case iiv point. 

Representation of western 
Lake County • on the Merit 
Commission should - be vir- 
tually automatic since the 
bulk of the department's 
police work is done in the un- 
incorporated areas . of the 
county and the sprawling 
Chain (V Lakes area and the 
other resort sections probably 
require more attention from 
the- sheriff's office than all 
the rest of the county. 

Given a western county 
representative, it then be- 
comes a question of selecting 
a person who represents the 
feeling of the people of that 
area.- 

Politically, most of the peo- 
ple of western Lake County 
class themselves as conserva- 
tives, a mental conditioning 
that even overtakes many 
■ ""carpetbaggers" sqon after 
they move into the lakes 
area. • 

Politics aside, however, the 
residents of the area have 
adopted a more liberal atti- 
tude towards such subjects as 
..political activity among dep- 
uty sheriffs, bingo games run 
by veterans organizations and 
volunteer fire departments, 
and even an occasional dice 
game or other game of 
chance.

Millions of persons who in* 
"habit this: world are throat-, 
omul this year >vllli hunger 
and starvation. Indeed.' ac- 
cording lo the IT. S. Depart - 
iiU'iit . of 'Agrieiilluto, ■ two- 
thirds' ul' the world's popula- 
tion residing in Asia. Africa 
and Central. ami Simlli Amer-. 
lea have nutritionally, inade- 
quate diets,.' Willi our If. S. 
ability to produce food in 
abundance; it 'seems en lire ly 
appropriate to develop a phut 
whereby We- can "soil'' our 
abundance . abroad in order 
that those hungry millions 
may be fed. - 
., The plan described as 
"Food for Freedom" would 
seek to convert nigictdtutal 
surpluses from a glut on the 
market to an economic bene- 
fit for the farmers' and the 
taxpayers— In place of-sales 
of wheat, rice. etc. for "local 
currencies" (which can be 
spout only within the country 
benefited), the sales of most 
surplus agricultural goods 
would be for cash. Although 
the cash sale would he- at a 
reduced price, it woiild bo 
conditioned on Ihe purchas- 
ing nation's demonstration 
of self-help. Self-help could 
include such factors as. (a) 
adoption* of modern agricul- 
tural techniques, (b) expand- 
ed use of fertilizers, and (c) 
steps designed to control 
population. 

. The Food for Freedom plan 
would permit expansion of 
American agriculture to take 
care of the rising world; de- 
mand for food products. The 
plan would also release the 
government and the farm 
community from, the burden 
of much Idle land, During 
the current year, for example, 
it is proposed to permit soy- 
bean production on 80 per 
cent of a farmer's acreage 
allotment instead of a mere 
30 per cent of such acreage 
as at present. 

The Food for Freedom is 
not entirely now. The well- 
known PL 4B0 passed in 1954 
at the urging of former 
President Eisenhower is the 
forerunner of the new plan. 
II was part of President Eiser- 
hower's "Food for Peace" 
program under which many 
millions of hungry citizens 
around the work! have boon 
fed. . 

While American food pro- 
duction continues to increase 
in terms of our nation's pop- 
ulation, many of the less-de- 
veloped nations have actually 
suffered a decline in per cap- 
ita production. In such popu- 
lous countries' as Nigeria, 
Egypt and Pakistan, crop out- 
put has failed to keep pace 
with population growth. 
These and other countries 
need not only food — they 
need olso to know (1) how to 
increase their agricultural 
output, and J2) how to hold 
d 6 w n lb e.i r population 
growth. 

However, it appears. that a 
high degree of realism to 
surplus food policy has been 
adopted in. the present pro- 
posal. The philosophy of the 
pending legislation, would 
be to stockpile substantial 
quantities of agricultural 
goods. However, these stock- 
piles would NOT be released 
to depress local market pric- 
es (as has so frequently been 
the practice inthe past). The 
stockpiles would be available 
to market abroad — at the best 
prices obtainable in curren- 
cies which our nation might 
use in promoting the nation- 
al welfare. Other provisions 
in the Food for Freedom bill 
will permit, emergency ship- 
ments of surplus' food T sup; 
plies to disaster areas. 

However/the main empha- 
sis of the new proposal is self- 
help. Underdeveloped coun- 
tries which are earnestly try : 
ing to improve the agricul- 
tural and economic lot of 
their citizens will find the 
new proposal to their advan- 
tage. * • 

"Legislatlonaimcd at carry- 
ing put the Food for Free- 
dom program is pending be- 
fore the House Agriculture 
Committee.

Pearsonal property is re- 
valued every year, while real 
property, or land, is assessed 
every four years. 

These property valuations, 
called assessments, are taken 
so that they may be publish- 
ed locally, giving each tax- 
payer the opportunity to ex- 
amine his assessment and 
complain If he is being taxed 
excessively. To object, a tax- 
payer must give written no- 
tice of objection within ten 
days of publication. 

Assessment books are sent 
to your local county board of 
review, composed of three 
members in downstate coun- 
ties. Tlie board hears objec- 
tions to assessments, most of 
which are presented by tlie 
taxpayer as an unfair assess- 
ment in comparison to similar 
or neighboring property that 
has been assessed at a lower 
valuation. 

The board will make an 
adjustment if it deems that 
the assessment Is unfair. If 
the taxpayer still is not satis- 
fied, he may obtain a court 
review of the board's deci- 
sion. ^_ ' 
Equalization of Assessments 
After making appropriate 
changes in the assessment 
books, the board returns the 
books to the county clerk, 
who determines the amount 
of tax to be levied on tiie 
assessed valuation. 

The true fair cash value of 
property is likely to differ 
throughout Illinois' 102 coun- 
ties. For example, a Rock 
Island County assessor may 
set value of a 1903 auto at 
$1,500, while a Wayne County 
assessment for the same 
model car might be $l,noo. 

In order to equalize values 
in the state, the Illinois Rev- 
enue Department instructs 
local assessors to use uniform; 
values for autos, grain, and' 
certain other personal prop- 
erty. The Department, also 
examines records of sales of 
property in each county and 
compares actual prices with 
assessors' valuations, 
rr On the basis oL such sur- 
veys, the Department arrives 
at an average ratio of assess- 
ed valuation to full valuation 
for each .county. The county 
clerk i n each coun ty multi- 
piles all assessments 'by the 
percentage figure applicable 
to the county he serves. This 
theoretically, equalizes valu- 



ations throughout the state. 
- Spreading the Taxes 
The county clerk then mul- 
tiplies the equalized assess- 
ment figures of each owner 
by the lawful tax rate, thus 
computing the tax each own- 
er must pay. Tiie county col- 
lector then mails the' personal 
property tax bills, which are 
based on property value as ol 
April 1 of each year, and pay- 
able during the following 
year. The entire procccss, 
from assessment to the final 
mailing of tax bills, takes 
more than a full year.

ACNE SPREAD 
BY HAIR-DO . 

London, England— One of 
the 'in'halr styles may bo the 
culprit in spreading acne. 
This medical fashion note 
comes from Dr. Cicely Blair 
who reported recently that 
several of her young girl pa- 
tients seemed to develop acne 
lesions along the angles of 
their jaws. 'Why? The doc- 
tor wondered. 

She observed that all the 
girls wore their hair Willi a 
lock curling forward over one 
or both jaws. The doctor 
believes that two factors 
spread the acne: The hair-do 
as a barrier to sunlight, 
which, the doctor explains, 
has a beneficial effect on the 
skin disease. The lock of hair 
may also transfer grease of 
various kinds — thus spread- 
ing the disease. 

Dr. Blair pointed oiit that 
friction,- in the .form of .bras- 
siere straps, may also be re- 
sponsible for the formation 
acne lesions.
